A HINT ON CITY VICES, 

You say you cannot listen to all these ealls for 
‘ harity from every direction—these benevolent 
measures multiply faster than your means. But 
ean you do withoutthem? Take, for example, the | 
present exertions for the moral and religious in- 
viee in this city. ‘Though littl, in eomparison 
with the greatness and importance of the object, is | 
known respecting these efforts, they are exerting 
an influence which is felt in every street and lane; | 
and they can be earriedon at far less expense than 
they can be dispensed with. After all that is said | 
and done we pay far more indirectly for the sup- | 
port of vice than we do directly for the supportof | 
virtue. “This, however, was not the point to which | 
| wished for a moment to invite attention. There | 
is much needed wn addition to all that is done. 

It is well known that vice loves concealment. | 
When searched outand exposed, like those animals 
which love darkness, she will disappear, at least 
for the time; and when all her haunts are discover- 
ed and visited by those who feel an interest in the 
well-being of society, and who carry with them the | 
spirit of the Gospel, she will no longer beable to | 
exist; —such light is death to her. 

But this cannot be done in a moment, nor with- | 
out very great and systematic exertion, Could 
all the friends of virtue but unite and co-operate 
in this work we should speedily see a mighty revo- 
jution. ‘The missionaries may do something, but 
they cannotdoall. ‘The friends of humanity and 
religion must assist them, not simply by giving 
them a maintainance, nor by taking them by the 
hand and inquiring for their welfare SUCCESS; 
but by hearty co-operation and personal exertion. 
Vice in this city has as many forms as the Hy- 
dra had heads;—and to destroy them will require | 
the eflorts of all who love the cause of goodness. | 

The inguiry has sometimes risen in my mind, 
why donot the philanthropists of Boston, those 
who give evidence in other resepets, of being be- 
nevolent, feel onthe subject of city viees? They 
must know that these vices exist. But do they in- 
deed know that they exist to suchan alarming ex- | 
tent? Yes; they must know what is so obvious. 
Thus T have reasoned with myself. But J am con- 
vineed after all that the citizens of Boston have on- 
ly some general information on this great subject; | 
the y have no particular, well authenticated facts; 
and such from the nature of the case they cannot 
have till they are willing to look for them. They j 
must become in some sense Howannvs themselves, 
and be willing to fry at least to do something to 
stay the progress of vice and sin, and to benefit 
those around them. [have heard persons say in 
relation to neighbors for whose benefit they had 
made, as they frankly acknowledged, no eflort,— 

‘ There is very little prospect of doing such persons 
Very little prospect! Suppose the Apos- 
tles had said so in relation to the world lying in | 
wickedness! | 

But it mav be said that this business belongs to | 
those who are employed to attend to it, and not | 
to those who have other engrossing duties. “‘True— 
God does not require us to do more than we can. 
But are we not all God’s stewards? and can we 
not alldo more than we have done, to check the 
progress of vice and benefit our fellow-men? Let 
this question come home tothe consciences of those 
who call themselves philanthropists and Christians, 
and Jet them not rest till they have settled it in

A FEW FACTS, | 


About six years ago a Society Auxiliary to the 
American Board for Foreign Missions was form- 
ed in Windsor county, whose payments to the 
Board the two first years were more than sufficient 
to support one missionary to the heathen. For 


| the last four or five years its payments have been 


to abstain entirely from the use of ardent spirits. | 


This is merely a beginning; and the whole enter- 
prise would fail without a variety of collateral and 
subsequent efforts continued by the friends of tem- 
perance year alter year; should these eflorts cease 
to be made, the community woald probably return 
ere long to the old custom of temperate drinking, 
and thus float down the stream of intemperance as 
rapidly as ever. 

Just so the Sabbath pledge. It is expected and 
designed only to start a reformation respecting the 
Sabbath. Do you ask Aow it will do this? It will 
call public attention to the subject. It will compel 
ministers as guardians of the Sabbath, and leaders 
in such an enterprize, to think and preach, and con- 
verse upou it.

* Deep and indelible shame attaches to those

Be the kingdom of Christ that to you 
whieh Rome was to them; and towards the object 
of their zeal, let there be the same patriotism, the 
same devotedness in your bosom, that there was in 
theirs. Domestic piety ts the source of Missionary 
zeal. 

“ And should God call vou to make the honora- 
ble sacrifice of giving a sen ora daughter to the 
cause of missions, withhold not, grudge not the 
costly offering. Many years ago, when I formed 
an Auxiliary Society in my own congregation, and 
was receiving the names of the contributors, there 
came a youth of sixteen, who upon being asked 
what he wished to contribute, modestly replied, 
‘Myself!’ 1 took him under my protection, watch- 
ed him, tanght him, and upon perceiving in him 
the germs of piety and genius, was willing to en- 
courage his views. But a difficulty was in the
